as  Soon  as  News  That  Won- 
derful Actress  Had  Passed 
Away  Is  Known 


COMES  PEACEFULLY 
TO  MADAME  BERNHARDT 


Tired  After  Long  Fight  Against 
Death,  Which  She  Did  Not 
Wish,  But  Never  Feared — 
Fought  Illness  Bravely 

PARIS,  March  26.— Sarah 
Bernhardt  died  peacefully  in 
the  arms  of  her  son,  Maurice, 
at  one  minute  hefore  eight 
o'clock  tonight.  In  life  she  had 
had  an  amazing  power  over  emo- 
tion of  marvelous  realism  and 
pathos  in  her  action  of  death 
scenes.  At  the  end  of  her  days 
she  quietly  drifted  away  into 
eternity,  tired  after  her  long  fight 
against  death,  which  she  did  not 
wish  but  never  feared. 

Hop*  (or  the  life  of  tho  great 
actress  had  long  since  been  aban- 
doned, and  half  an  hour  before  she 
passed  away  those  in  attendance 
louna  ner  smsing  neyona  rwtiY»rj, 
though,  knowing  her  recuperative 
powers,  It  was  thought  she  might 
live  throughout  the  night. 

Mme.  Bernhardt  died  in  a  largo 
room  on  tho  second  floor  of  her  home 
with  windows  wide  open  on  tho 
boulevard  Pereierc.  the  noise  of 
trucks  and  the  railroad  keeping  up 
a  low  roar  to  which  she  was  long  ac- 
customed. It  was  the  sudden  clos- 
ing of  these  windows,  opened  on  tho 
finest  day  of  Spring,  that  gave  the 
signal  to  those  waiting  and  watching 
without  that  Mme.  Bernhardt  was 
dead. 

Death  was  due  to  a  renewed  at- 
tack of  uraemlc  poisoning,  which 
begau  Friday,  but  the  actress  aston- 
ished her  physicians  by  her  repeated 
rallies  and  her  will  to  live.  Just  us 
she  did  last  December,  when  hope 
had  several  times  been  abandoned. 
A  priest  was  summoned  hurriedly  In 
the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  when 
symptons  of  tho  gravest  nature  super- 
vened, but  Mme.  Bernhardt  rallied 
and  regained  lucidity.  The  priest  ad- 
ministered Kxirenio  Fnctlon.  which 
■he  acknowledged  with  faint  move- 
ments of  tho  hands  and  head,  too 
weak  to  speak. 

Mme.  I  lernhardt's  grandson, 
<; rosso,  brought  the  first  flowers  into 
the  death  chamber — mauve  and 
white  lilacs.  Flowers  came  from 
many  friends  quickly,  and  soon  the 
room  was  heaped  with  them,  thoso 
from  the  family  and  nearest  friends 
being  placed  on  the  bed. 

A  Htato  Funeral 

It  is  understood  that  Bernhardt  will 
have  a  state  funeral.  The  date  bag 
not  yet  been  fixed,  but  It  is  thought 
that  Thursdsy  or  Frlduy  will  be  se- 
lected. In  accordance  with  French 
custom,  watch  was  kept  throughout 
the  night  beside  the  body  by  mem- 
bers of  the  family,  and  tomorrow  all 
will  be  admitted  for  a  last  view  of 
the  artist,  who  lies  burled  In  flowers, 
with  candles  burning.

WARSAW.  March  2«- — A  resolution 
calling  on  the  Polish  Government  to 
make  all  efforts  to  obtain  the  release 
of  Archbishop  Zeptlak  and  the  other 
Roman  Catholic  priests  on  trial  In 
Moscow  wss  passed  unanimously  by 
the  Polish  Chamber  of  Deputies  on 
Saturday.  In  adopting  the  resolution 
the  Chamber  declared  It  was  acting  In 
accord  "with  humanitarian  principles 
recognized  by  tho  entire  civilized 
world"  with  regard  to  religious  and 
cultural  freedom. 

It  was  declared  that  the  trial  In 
Moscow  affected  the  future  of  the 
entire  Roman  Catholic  population  of 
Russia.  Including  some  two  million 
I'oirt,  who  are  guaranteed  liberty  of 
religion  and  culture.

nUSSELDORF,  March  26.— 
The  French  police  of 
Scharnhorst  today  arrested 
Clara  Zetkin  while  she  was  on 
her  way  to  Essen  to  address  a 
Communist  meeting.  Learning 
of  her  arrest,  General  Degoutte, 
the  French  commander,  ordered 
that  she  be  immediately  released 
and  allowed  to  continue  her 
journey. 

The  general  officer  commanding 
here  has  addressed  a  proclamation 
to  tho  population  referring  to  attacks 
against  the  troops  of  occupation.  He 
charges  that  these  attacks  are  due 
directly  to  German  nationalist  propa- 
ganda, which  is  supported  by  the 
German  Government.  The  proclam- 
ation says  thut  if  the  attacks  arc 
persisted  In  he  will  bo  obliged  to 
take  very  severe  measures. 

The  French  authorities  have  ex- 
pelled Herr  Zimmerman,  first  burgo- 
master of  Buer.  The  second  burgo- 
master, who  was  head  of  tho  occupa- 
tion office  at  Recklinghausen,  has 
been  summoned  to  appear  before  the 
police  tribunal  for  refusing  to  obey 
occupational  orders.

Revenue  of  the  Victoria  waterworks 
department  was  greater  last  year 
than  ever  before.  Water  Commissioner 
F.  M.  Preston  Informed  tho  City 
Council  last  night. 

The  total  amount  of  water  rates 
collected  during  tho  year  amounted 
to  $286,828.44,  or  $14,738.69  more 
than  during  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  substantial  Increase  In 
tho  volume  of  water  consumed,  espe- 
cially In  Saanlch  municipality.  In 
November  the  excess  rate  was  raised 
from  10  cents  to  12  cents  per  hun- 
dred feet,  and  Mils  is  expected  to 
result  In  a  further  increase  In  revenue 
this  year. 

No  new  services  were  established 
last  Summer  for  lot  cultivation,  as 
there  was  practically  no  reduction  In 
the  rates  for  water  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Preston's  figures  show  that 
there  are  more  vacant  stores  nnd 
hou.Mon  than  there  were  a  year  ago, 
although  the  situation  is  not  nearly 
so  acute  an  it  was  four  or  five  years 
ago. 

Mr.  PrcstorTs  report  shows  that 
Victoria  has  20,000,000  gallons  of 
water  available  dally,  and  that  the 
maximum  amount  used  Is  12.700.000. 

The  net  profit  of  the  Victoria 
waterworks  system  tast' year,  as  an- 
nounced som«  time  ago,  amounted  to 
about  $20,000.

Minister 
of  Agriculture,  to  submit  the  dispute 
to  an  independent  arbitration  com- 
mittee. The  laborers  have  been  con- 
tending for  an  advance  In  wage*.

Liberal,  Quebec 
South,  raised  the  subject  on  a  resolu- 
tion which  has  been  standing  on  the 
order  paper  in  his  name  alnce  tha 
opening  of  the  aession.  a  resolution 
that  "in  tho  opinion  of  this  House  It  Is 
expedient  to  declare  that  save  In 
case  of  actual  Invasion,  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  shall  not  be  committed  to 
participation  In  any  war  without  th« 
consent  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada." 

•Not  Canada's  Mother" 

Arguments  which  were  apt  to  be 
advanced  in  favor  of  Canada's  parti- 
cipation in  Great  Britain's  wars,  eaid 
Major  Power.  were  sentimental, 
moral,  legul  und  constitutional.  In 
the  first  category,  he  said,  tunc  tho 
call  of  the  blood.  His  reply  to  this 
urgument  wus  that  Great  Britain  Is 
not  Canada's  mother.  It  wus  French 
explorers  who  settled  first  and 
French  missionaries  who  colonised; 
yet  no  member  of  the  House,  ho  sup- 
posed, would  consider  that  Canada 
must  participate  in  France's  wars.  If 
it  were  a  matter  of  blood,  then  th« 
1 'nlted  Slates  would  bs  under  s 
greater  obligation  than  Canada,  sinco 
thero  are  more  Anglo-Saxons  there. 
In  Canada  ^cre  people  of  other  races 
and  Canada  did  not  do  her  duty  to 
them  unless  she  made  It  possible  for 
them  to  carry  on  their  business  In 
peaco  and  security. 

As  to  the  moral  argument  of  hav- 
ing been  protected  by  Great  Britain's 
army  and  navy.  Major  Power  con- 
tended that  Canada  had  not  been  pro- 
tected to  any  great  extent  and  that 
Cnat  Britain  had  In  tho  main  acted 
toward  Canada  "with  her  own  Inter- 
ests at  heart  rather  than  those  of 
Canada."  There  was  no  copyright 
«m  freedom,  said  Major  Power,  and 
Canada,  could  Just  as  well  have  devel- 
oped her  free  institutions  under  tho 
protection  of  some  other  powers. 
In  Colonial  Days 

During  colonial  days  there  was  no 
question  of  obligation  to  aid  In  do* 
fence  of  tho  Empire,  he  stated.  At 
the  time  of  the  Soudan  War  Sir  J. 
Maedonald  said  reciprocal  trade  be- 
tween the  colonies  und  Englund 
should  be  a  matter  of  treaty.

PARIS,  March  26. — Madame  Sarah  Bernhardt  expired  in  the 
arms  of  her  son,  Maurice,  this  evening.  At  dgybrefak  word 
came  from  the  sickroom  of  a  slight  improvement,  but  to- 
wards the  end  Mme.  Bernhardt  was  constantly  kept  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  slight  hypodermic.  She  retained  her  mental  alertness 
until  the    hist    few  hours  of  her  illness,  in  spite  of  agony  she 


suffered 

Madame  Sarah  Bernhardt,  who  ut 
77  years  of  nge  seemed  still  a  girl, 
was  known  to  every  land  as  "the 
world's  grestest  actress."  What  dls- 
eent  there  might  have  been  to  thll 
estimate,  and  however  far  her  do- 
tractors  ventured  In  their  attempts 
to  minimize  her  right  to  that  dis- 
tinction, the  nutnberlras  admirers  of 
the  "Divine  Harah"  remained  con- 
vinced that  never  before  had  the 
stsge  produced  an  actreas  capable  of 
soaring  to  auch  heights  In  the  realm 
of  emotional  dm  ma. 

The  work  of  Mme.  Bernhardt  was 
best  where  a  theme  afforded  the 
greatest  opportunity  for  a  dleplay  of 
her  powerful  emotions.  At  the 
height  of  her  career  this  form  of  act- 
ing, based  principally  on  love,  halo 
and  Jealousy,  held  the  predominant 
place  now  dedicated  to  character  de- 
lineations, and  Bernhardt  never  was

War.  Mine.  Bernhardt  increased  her 
popularity  by  becoming  a  war  nurse. 
In  1871  ahe  was  made  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  Comedle  Francalse.  She 
clashed  repeatedly  with  M.  Perrln, 
the  manager,  over  the  roles  she 
Bhould  take,  and  once,  In  a  fit  of 
pique,  fled  from  the  theatre  and  de- 
cided to  give  up  the  stage.  She 
plunged  Into  sculpture.  Her  first 
piece.  "After  the  Storm" — finished 
some  years  later — won  a  place  In  the 
Salon.  Sho  returned  to  M.  Perrin. 
only  to  break  with  him  again.  Incur- 
ring a  forfeit  of  4,000  pounds,  which 
she  paid. 

She  invaded  England,  receiving  a 
tremendous  ovation.  then  toured 
Denmark  and  Russia.  Next  she 
came  to  America,  where  her  success 
was  instantaneous.  She  toured  the 
United  States  and  Canada  eight  times 
in  some  8S  yesrs.  and  appeared  sev- 
eral times  In  the  larger  cities  of 
South  America. 

Breaking  with  the  theatrical  syn- 
dicates, which  denied  her  the  use  of 
their  theatres  when  "he  refused  to 
come  to  their  terms,  she  was  com- 
pelled to  appear  on  one  of  her  Ameri- 
can tours  in  tents,  convention  halls 
and  armorlee.  She  vowed  never  to 
appear  In  a  theatre  again,  but  on 
subsequent  visits  she  came  to  terms 
with  the  syndicates. 

The  great  actress  whs  a  grand- 
mother when  |he  last  appesred  In 
America,  and  had  suffered  amputa- 
tion of  her  right  leg.  Upon  her  ar- 
rival In  New  York.  October.  191 «. 
It  was  evident  to  the  group  of  friends 
and  admirers  who  gathered  to  wel- 
come her  that  she  walked  with  ex- 
treme difficulty. 

While  playing  In  New  Kngland  she 
contracted  a  severe  cold  which 
prompted  her  to  take  a  trip  south 
for  her  health.  A  few  weeks  later 
she  underwent  an  operation  for  in- 
fection of  the  kidney,  und,  all  hough 
inoro  than  70  years  of  age,  she  en- 
Joyed  complete  recovery  and  re- 
mained in  America  for  several 
months. 

Suffered  Amputation 

The  injury  to  her  knee  which  com- 
pelled the  amputation  of  her  leg  In 
1915  was  attributed  to  many  differ- 
ent causes.  For  years  before  the 
amputation  the  plays  In  which  she 
appeared  were  altered  to  hide  the 
fact  that  she  Ml  able  to  walk  only 
with  great  difficulty.  Thn  operation 
wss  performed  In  Paris,  and  upon 
her  recovery  she  reappeared  on  the 
stage  to  receive  the  grestest  ovation 
of  her  career.  Her  munager  an- 
nounced that  henceforth  she  would 
Interpret  only  motionless  roles. 

During  the  World  War  Mine.  Bern- 
hardt made  several  trips  to  the 
French  front  and  aa\e  u  number  of 
performances  for  the  soldiers.  This, 
she  declsred,  was  the  "Incomparable 
event"  of  her  life.  v 

The  memoirs  of  Mine.  Bernhardt 
sedulously  avoid  any  montum  ot-  her 
marital  experience,  and  only  in  the 
middle  of  the  oulky  volume  does  sho 
mention  casually  the  existence  of  a 
son.  One  of  her  critics  declared  that 
"she  never  seemed  to  find  the  man 
who  could  master  her."

A  main  developme nt.  as  has  been 
pointed  oul,  in  connection  with  the 
marketing  oi  this)  year  s  fruit  crop  ot 
the  Saanich  1'ciiinsula  is  that  the 
product  in  its  manufactured  state 
should  not  lose  the  advertisement 
that  lies  in  its  point  of  origin. 
Where  strawberries  arc  concerned  it 
U  particularly  desirable  that  when 
manufactured  into  jam,  or  in  any 
other  preserved  state,  they  should  be 
known  as  the  Vancouver  Island  pro- 
duct. This  is  what  is  being  done  now 
by  the  Beach-Kakins  Ltd.,  jam  manu- 
facturing company,  which  is  making 
a  definite  effort  to  advertise  the 
products  of  this  district.  The  Van- 
couver Island  straw  berries  are  the 
best  on  this  continent.  They  should 
be  known  wherever  they  go,  and  in 
whatever  form,  as  having  originated 
here,  for  they  constitute  a  tangible 
and  healthy  evidence  of  one  Industry 
on  the  Island,  and  of  the  beneficent 
climate  that  is  enjoyed  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  Dominion. 

It  would  be  a  good  idea  if  the  in- 
dustrial committee  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  would  arrange  a  joint 
meeting  to  be  attended  by  the  Gor- 
don Head  and  Keating  growers,  the 
heads  of  the  Beach- Kakins  company 
and  members  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  with  a  view  to  discuss- 
ing plans  for  maintaining  the  adver- 
tising value  of  the  point  of  origin  of 
the  Vancouver  Island  berries..  It  is, 
we  believe,  mainly  a  matter  of  capi- 
tal to  insure  that  all  the  local  product 
available  is  manufactured  into  jam 
on  the  Island.  In  cases  where  most 
of  the  product  of  the  strawberry 
acreage  is  shipped  to  the  Mainland 
the  product  immediately  loses  its 
identity  when  manufactured  into  jam. 
This  is  a  matfgjr  of  concern  to  all 
our  people,  and  particularly  to  those 
who  arc  interesting  themselves  in  in- 
dustrial development.  At  such  a  con- 
ference as  is  proposed  it  is  possible 
that  some  arrangement  could  be 
made  to  manufacture  into  jam  on 
Vancouver  Island,  and  as  a  distinct 
Vancouver  Island  product,  all  the 
berries  grown  <JTT  the  Island,  and  par- 
ticularly those  produced  on  the 
Saanich  Peninsula.  In  any  case,  an 
effort  to  this  end  should  be  made. 

MADAME  BKKNHAKD1 

The  curtain  has  been  rung  do*! 
for  the  last  time  on  Madame  Sarah 
Bernhardt,  the  greatest  of  modern 
tragediennes.  She  was  a  gallant  and 
imposing  figure  both  in  life  and 
death.  She  moved  human  passions  in 
a  terribly  realistic  way  on  the  stage, 
and  yet  there  were  few  personali- 
ties in  whom  the  joic  dc  vivre  scin- 
tillated in  richer  measure  than  in  this 
wonderful  actress.  Few  if  any 
artistes  of  our  day— and  of  a  genera- 
tion now  gone  by— know  better  than 
she  did  the  art  of  portraying  the 
depths  of  human  passion.  It  was 
because  she  felt  deeply  that  she 
acted  superbly,  and  that  through  the 
strain  and  stress  which  such  a  career 
as  hers  imposed  she  should  have 
reached  a  ripe  old  age  is  a  tribute 
to  the  wonderful  vitality  she  pos- 
sessed. The  centre  of  any  play  in 
which  she  appeared  from  an  acting 
standpoint  always  turned  on  the 
Divine  Sarah.  That  was  the  triumph 
of  her  art.  She  arrested  and  centred 
attention  whatever  her  role.  The 
drama  has  gained  by  her  presence 
on  earth  and  it  will  continue  to  gain 
by  the  traditions  of  great  acting  that 
she  has  left  behind.  She  was  the  ori- 
ginator of  some  wonderful  produc- 
tions, but  their  success  was  due  to 
her  own  acting  and  not  to  the  mag- 
nificence of  the  scenic  effects 
Madame  Bernhardt  will  occupy  an 
enduring  place  in  the  pantheon  of 
I  rcnch  notabilities.  She  has  earned 
it  by  sheer  force  of  character  and 
greatness  of  soul.

ESTION  OF  JUSTICE 


Mr.  F.  J.  Stacpoole,  in  an  address 
he  made  before  the  Gyro  Club  yes- 
terday, dealt  with  the  subject  of  in- 
defeaaible  titles  to  land,  and  he  made 
an  effort  to  justify  something  which, 
in  our  opinion,  is  not  just.  He  ad- 
vanced the  reason  why  he  believed 
that  the  Provincial  Government,  or 
the  Assurance  Fund  »et  apart  in  con- 
nection with  the  granting  of  indefeas- 
ible titles,  should  not  be  responsible 
for  error..  The  question  arose  as  a 
result  of  a  case  recently  before  the 
Court  of  Appeal,  and  in  connection 
with  w  hich  it  wonld  appear  to  the  lay 
observer  that  the  Government  is 
morally,  if  not  legally  responsible. 
The  title  in  question  was  issued  in 
1910.  In  1909  Mr.  Devereaux,  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Victoria, 
made  a  survey  in  the  district  where 
the  lota  lay,  as  it  was  necessary  to 
straighten  out  the  street  ends.  Mr. 
Devereaux  noticed  a  mistake  had 
been  made  of  100  feet,  and  he  wrote 
to  Mr.  Wooton,  the  Regiatrar.  to  put 
himself  on  record  by  notifying  him 
,,:  dus  rrror  «■•  that  the  Rrcii.tr..-- 
•  .-i:;M  r.  ••  i«»t)f  any  more  title  «  nriil 
the  land  had  beep  properly  siirvf  t<\

Mr.  Devereaux  then  personally  intcr- 
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fully  wherein  the  plan  in  his  office 
was  not  correct.  His  efforts  to  have 
a  correction  made  were  unavailing. 

The  Crown  issued  a  title  to  these 
pieces  of  land  now  under  dispute 
knowing  full  well  that  the  boundary 
line  was  disputed.  The  party  who 
purchased  the  property  in  1910  had 
a  considerable  portion  of  it  taken 
away,  and  legal  action  was  started, 
plaintiff  lost   anil     the  judge" 


ordered  that  the  indefeasible  title 
should  be  returned  to  the  land 
Registry  office  because  it  was  incor- 
rect. Efforts  to  get  the  Govern- 
ment to  rccogni/e  the  purchaser's 
claim  foi  compensation  out  of  the 
Assurance  Fund  on  account  of  the 
loss  of  property  and  title  met  with 
poor  satisfaction.  The  question  was 
discussed,  with  one  Government  offi- 
cial, but  he  refused  to  do  anything, 
and  went  so  far  as  to/  say  that  an 
indefeasible  title  issued  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  was  not  worth 
the  paper  it  was  written  on. 

In  his  address  Mr.  Stacpoole 
omitted  to  tell  the  members  of  the 
Gyro  Club  that  there  arc  two  plans 
relative  to  the  land  in  question  in 
the  Land  Registry  Office,  and  that 
by  placing  one  over  the  other  the 
defect  is  very  noticeable.  He  also 
omitted  to  mention  that  when  he  was 
a  witness  in  this  case  and  when  he 
was  asked  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Taylor*  the 
counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  if  he  had 
been  the  Registrar  in  1910  and  had 
the  information  Mr.  Wooton  had 
would  he  have  issued  the  title, 
he  had  replied  that  he  would 
not.  Mr.  Stacpoole  said  that  an  in- 
defeasible title  does  not  cover  re- 
duction in  area.  In  this  case  the  title 
covered  eight  lots.  When  the  land 
was  taken  away  from  the  lots  which 
it  purported  to  cover  there  was  one 
lot  left  as  originally  surveyed,  one 
lot  was  absolutely  wiped  out,  and 
there  was  so  little  left  of  the  other 
six  lots  that  they  were  useless  and 
abandoned.  Mr.  Stacpoole  said  that 
the  people  were  already  heavily 
taxed  and  it  was  necessary  to  con- 
serve their  revenue.  This  does  not 
constitute  an  argument  in  the  case 
in  point.  The  Assurance  Fund  ob- 
viously exists  for  some  specific  pur- 
pose. Is  it  not  for  the  purpose  of 
making  compensation  in  the  case 
where  indefeasible  titles  are  issued 
and  it  is  found  subsequently  that 
mistakes  have  been  made  by  the 
Crown?

Note  and  Comment 


The  1921  census  figures  for  British 
Columbia  show  that  of  the  524,582 
persons  then  comprising  the  popu- 
lation of  this  Province,  387,513  were 
of  British  origin  and  104,965  of  for- 
eign extraction.  There  were  22,377 
native  Indians.  Of  the  origin  of  the 
foreigners  Austria  claims  11,246; 
France,  7,105;  Germany,  7.233;  Italy, 
8,587;  Norway,  6.570;  Sweden,  9,666; 
Russia.  7.373  and  the  balance  is  made 
up  of  a  variety  of  races.  The  Chinese 
number  23,533  and  the  Japanese,  15,- 
006.  The  figures  show  that  British 
Columbia  is  still  entitled  to  be  called 
such,  but  they  also  indicate  that  any 
lax  immigration  policy  might  easily 
upset  the  balance  in  the  course  of  a 
few  decades. 

The  building  up  of  British  Columbia 
should  be  considered,  as  much  as  in 
any  other  way,  from  the  ethnic  stand- 
point. There  is  the  future  of  our 
people  to  be  considered  and  the  ques- 
tion of  their  ideals  and  traditions, 
and  the  permanency  of  the  latter. 
Any  scheme  of  nation  building  is  a 
problem  in  biology.  It  is  the  stock 
which  should  be  maintained  sound 
all  the  time,  particularly  from  the 
standpoint  that  the  unity  of  that 
stock  should  be  preserved  so  that 
there  may  be  a  certain  unity  of 
thought  where  international  diffi- 
culties are  involved  and  where  labor 
problems  have  to  be  discussed. 

Under  the  Laurier  regime  the 
motto  was  to  pump  in  immigrants 
irrespective  of  nationality,  but  that 
is  the  short-sighted  vision.  It  is  the 
sure  precursor  of  grievous  problems 
la  the  future.  Where  rich  territory 
is  to  be  developed  there  is  always 
the  danger  of  building  up  a  polyglot 
population,  and  there  it  a  lack  of 
Constructive  effort  to  realize  that  in 
nation  building  race  means  every- 
thing. It  is  the  men  of  character 
who  count  in  a  nation's  power  and 
prestige.  These  are  considerations 
that  should  never  be  lost  sight  of  in 
any  policy  of  immigration.  They  are 
brought  forcibly  to  mind  by  the  pub- 
lication of  the  ethnic  divisions  of  the 
population  of  British  Columbia. 

It  might  be  dogmatic  to  say  that 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  could  be  pre- 
vented if  dust  was  eliminated,  but 
that  ia  a  conclusion  towards  which 
the  medical  profession  is  tending.  It 
is  years  ago  since  the  theory  was 
first  advanced  that  the  inhalation  of 
dust  was  an  important  agent  in  the 
causation  of  phthisis  If  it  i*  true 
that  so  far  as  dust  can  be  prevented 
disease  can  be  avoided  then  the  im- 
portance of  this  discovery  cannot 
be  exaggerated,  for  if  the  silica  is 
the  actual  active  factor  in  the  pro- 
duction of  tuberculosis,  then,  as  one 
writer  says.  "Colds,  catarrh*  and 
coughs  may  also  be  ethics  of  the 
dust" 
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life  of  Canada,  iu  its  natural  environ- 
ment. That  collection  ia  not  only 
of  the  lughest  interest,  but  it  should 
be  of  great  \alue  in  bringing  the 
average  human  being,  whose  natural- 
inxtiuct  is  to  kill  ou  sight  everything 
that  lives  and  moves  in  the  woods 
and  wilderness,  into  a  more  benefi- 
cent state  of  mind  w  ith  regard  to  his 
fellow  creatures.  There  are,  of 
course,  even  in  Canada,  animals 
which  human  beings,  for  reasons 
which  may  be  traced  right  back  to 
the  beginning  of  things,  naturally 
and  instinctively  abhor,  but  there 
are  not  so  many  of  them  iu  these 
latitudes  as  there  are  in  tropical  and 
semi-tropical  countries.  Still  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  the  manner  in  which 
all  animals  are  equipped  for  the 
battle  of  life,  for  the  struggle  for  ex- 
istence is  just  as  keen  with  them  as 
it  is  with  us.  Take  the  elephant,  for 
an  example,  majestic  but  ungainly, 
and  consider  how  long  he  was,  under 
the  theory  of  evolutionists,  in  de- 
veloping that  nose  nntil  it  became^ 
both  a  useful  utensil  and  a  terrible 
weapon.  Or  the  repulsive  but  grace- 
ful python,  at  what  period  in  the 
history  of  the  earth  did  he  discover 
the  tremendous  crushing  power  that 
might  be  developed  in  that  sinuous 
body?  Or,  to  go  from  the  sublime 
to  the  ridiculous,  how  long  was  that 
gifted  chemist,  our  own  skunk,  in 
manufacturing  the  ingredients  of  that 
pungent  compound  that  makes  him 
practically  the  king  of  our  northern 
woods?  The  camera  also  discloses 
the  interesting  fact  that  theee  are 
some  peculiar  and  horrific  creatures 
in  the  insect  world.  Consider  that 
spider  w  ith  eyes  all  over  a  head  that 
lias  no  counterpart  cither  in  ugliness 
or  offensiveness  in  our  animal  king- 
dom; w  hat  a  terror  he  must  be  to  the 
insects  upon  which  he  preys.  Our 
fellow  creatures  of  the  very  lowest 
orders  all  have  their  troubles,  but 
there  is  not  one  of  them  that  does 
not  convey  the  impression  that  they 
believe  that  after  all  life  is  worth 
living.

Members  of  the  present  Canadian 
Government,  members  of  the  House 
of  Commons  who  entertain  peculiar 
views  regarding  the  functions  of  gov- 
ernment, and  persons  outside  of  the 
House  and  the  Government  who  are 
insidiously  agitating  about  the  status 
of  Canada  within  the  Empire  and 
insinuating  that  what  they  term  the 
"autonomy"  of  the  country  is  in  dan- 
ger, are  raising  issues  that  may  prove 
mischievous.  The  Kin^  Government 
sent  a  plenipotentiary  to  Washington 
to  negotiate  a  treaty  governing  the 
operation  of  certain  of  the  fisheries 
of  the  Pacific  Coast.  An  agreement 
was  reached  and  the  treaty  signed. 
Canada's  emissary,  jealous  of  the  so- 
called  "autonomy"  of  his  country,  in- 
sisted that  his  signature  to  the  in- 
strument was  sufficient  to  constitute 
validation.  He  objected  to  the  Brit- 
ish Ambassador  at  Washington  aign- 
ing  the  document,  as  a  mere  formal- 
ity. It  is  all  very  well  tor  Canada  to 
as.crt  her  position  or  to  maintain 
her  dignity  as  a  nation,  but  the  asser- 
tion may  be  made  with  courtesy. 
Also  it  is  well  to  be  fully  assured  of 
the  validity  of  such  an  important 
instrument  as  a  treaty.  There  are 
neighboring  nations  which  may  take 
advantage  of  any  doubts  there  may 
be  on  the  point.  There  arc  other 
ramifications  to  this  question.  The 
press  of  foreign  countries  is  com- 
menting on  what  arc  alleged  to  be 
late  political  developments.  There 
arc  really  no  developments,  of  course. 
Prime  Minister  King,  true  to  the  tra- 
ditions of  his  house,  is  strong  on 
"autonomy,"  that  is  all. 

The  Manitoba  Legislature  staged 
a  burlesque  as  a  fitting  finale  to  its 
sessional  proceedings.  There  was 
nothing  new  or  original  about  that. 
The  members  of  any  House  in  Can- 
ada usually  celebrate  when  their 
labors  are  done.  Perhaps  it  is  a  feeling 
of  indemnity  conscientiously  earned 
that  possesses  them,  or  it  may  be 
that  they  realixe  what  the  public 
actually  thinks  about  them  and  their 
proceedings.  Still  there  is  one  thing 
to  be  chronicled  in  favor  of  the  Mani- 
toba Legislators.  They  actually 
•trove  to  prove  their  sincerity  of  pur- 
pose by  proposing  a  reduction^  of 
their  own  salaries.  They  did  not 
propose  that  the  other  fellow  should 
bear  all 
expenses.

In  her  lecture  on  tapestry-making 
Saturday  night.  Madame  Sanderson- 
Mongln  referred  to  the  earliest  his- 
torical references  to  the  ancient  croft, 
quoting  some  lines  from  the  Mook  of 
Esther  to  show  that  many  centuries 
boforo  the  Christian  era  rich  fabrics 
of  this  order  ware  used  for  hangings 
In  the-  royal  palaces. 

Tho  lecture  was  held  In  Victoria 
College,  and  was  made  additionally 
Interesting  because  of  the  excellent 
series  of  lantern  slides  operated  by 
Mr.  Utixtuble  These  illustrated 
many  phases  of  tapestry-making,  and 
pictured  some  of  the  noted  designs. 
There  were  also  a  number  of  beauti- 
ful examples  of  tapestry,  soma  an- 
tique, some  modern.  Including  some 
p.t  It-point  lent  by  Messrs.  David 
Spencer's  decorating  department ;  an 
imitation  of  Aubusson,  and  a  copy  of 
Louis  XVI,  lent  by  Miss  Agnew;  a 
copy  of  French  tapestry',  lent  by  Mrs. 
Duncan  Campbell;  and  a  genuine  Au- 
busson chair. 

The  lecturer  described  the  earlier 
tapestries  of  Greece  and  Rome,  de- 
scribing how  the  barbarian  invasion 
of  Europe  brought  the  craft  from  tho 
Orient  to  Gaul.  Italy,  and  Great  Brit- 
ain. The  first  Bayeaux  tapestries 
were  Intimately  described,  and  the 
tapestries  of  the  thirteenth,  four- 
teenth and  fifteenth  centuries.  The 
Influence  of  such  artists  as  Rafael, 
noted  for  his  treatment  of  religious 
subjects,  and  Boucher,  were  de- 
scribed, and  the  Impetus  glvsn  to  the 
art  by  Louts  XIV.  This  brought  the 
story  down  to  the  Gobelin  family; 
curiously  enough  whils  they  had 
never  engaged  In  fne  manufacture  of 
tapestries,  being  merely  buyers  of 
stuffs,  they  become  so  wealthy  and 
exercised  such  an  influence  over  that 
district  tlmt  their  nnme  was  perman- 
ently associated  with  the  mnnufac- 
tuic  of  the  beautiful  fabrics.  The 
Ooballns  carried  many  figures  in  de- 
sign which  Illustrated  the  Royal  pat- 
ronage, the  borders  of  many  of  the 
pieces  being  symbolic  of  historical 
episodes  in  the  life  of  the  king  and 
royal  family.  Louis  also  protected 
Beau  vat*  and  Aubusson.  other  tapes- 
try makers.  These  last  two.  the 
speaker  noted,  had  used  only  the  low- 
warp  loom.  Cobelln  using  the  high 
warp.  Illustrations  of  both  types  of 
loom  were  shown  on  the  screen. 

Madame      Sanderson -Mongln  de- 


scribed some  of  tha  truglo 
appearances  of  the  old  tapaatrn 
During  the  revolution  In  France, 
when  wheat  was  noeded  more 
than  rich  fabrics,  Franco  had  paid 
America  for  wheat  with  some  of 
her  lovely  old  Gobelia  tapestries.  And 
to  this  day,  goniu  of  these  draperies 
could  bo  seen  in  tho  Metropolitan 
Museum.  N»w  York.  During  ths 
Revolution,  many  of  tha  tapestries 
Were  dellbemrely  burned  In  order 
that  their  gold  snd  silver  might  be 
made  available,  whils  In  other  cases 
the  burning  was  an  act  of  hatred  In- 
spired by  tho  fs<t  thut  the  fleur-dr- 
lls,  the  emblem  of  the  Mng.  appeared 
therein.  Tha  rich  fabric*  were  put  to 
all  manner  of  mean  uses,  as  floor 
coverings,  as  rugs  for  horses. 

The  modern  Gobelins,  the  Iscturer 
stated,  used  soma  14,000  atwUlaa  in 
tho  coloring  or  tne  fabrics,  whereas 
thj  old  Gobelins,  which  were  so  cov- 
eted and  prised,  were  made  with  only 
about  twenty  dyes.  Tho  weaving  is  a 
very  difficult  process,  the  worker 
being  unable  to  sea  the  work  except 
In  i  mirror.

OTTAWA.  March  26. — Salaries  and 
hours  of  work  uf  civil  servants  were 
discussed  In  the  House  committee  on 
the  CtVll  Service  Act  this  morning-. 
Mr.  A.  H.  Campbell,  president  of  the 
J  Civil  Itl  I  lot  Asboci.it  Ion  at  Ottawa, 
presented  the  view  that  an  Increase 
In  the  cost  of  living*  was  permanent 
and  that  there  should  be  a  revision 
of  salaries  to  meet  the  Increase.  Mr. 
3,  II.  Ryan,  vice-president  of  the  as- 
sociation, estimated  that  since  the 
revision  of  the  civil  service  »alarles  In 
1308  there  had  been  a  slight  increase 
In  the  average  rate  of  pay  apn.it  from 
the  bonus,  but  the  cost  of  living  to- 
day was  sixty  per  cent  higher  than  in 
1008. 

"Do  you  think  the  Government 
pets  100  per  cent  efficiency  from  the 
civil  servants?1'  asked  Chairman  Mal- 
colm. 

"Generally,  yes,"  was  Mr.  Ryan's 
reply. 

"You  know  we  on  the  farm  work 
longer  hour*?"  queried  Mr.  J.  L. 
Brown,  Progressive  member  for  Lls- 
gard. 

"I  have  worked  sixteen  or  eighteen 
hours."  wns  the  reply  of  the  witness, 
"but  never  harder  than  now." 

President  Campbell,  uf  ihr  n<"m  l.i 
tlon.  urged  tlu»  adoption  of  a.  super- 
annuation scheme,  and  Mr.  W.  F. 
Garland,  of  Carleton.  said  he  had 
heard  that  a  bill  of  that  character 
had  passed  the  council. 

Chairman  Malcolm  was  asked  to 
verify  this  report. 

Mr  Campbell,  for  the  association, 
fun  her  advocated  the  introduction  of 
the  "Whitley  counellr"  In  the  service, 
and  the  association  wus  asked  to  out- 
line Us  plan  In  detail  at  a  later  sit- 
ting.

The  result  of  this  change  in  the 
plans  will  be  that  not  only  will  the 
church  broadcast  Its  services  and 
special  features  through  the  ether  as 
fur  east  us  u  peg  and  down  south 
as  far  as  L.os  An u  .  «iui  i..-\.iii>J  but 
the  congregation  will  be  able  to  hear 
addresses,  music,  etc.,  distributed 
fronf  alatlons  hundreds  of  miles 
away. 

The  aerial  through  which  the 
broadcasting  and  receiving  will  be 
done  will  stretch  from  the  top  of  the 
Centennial  Church  spire  to  a  pole 
110  feet  in  height. 

At  many  points  In  Canada  and  the 
United  States  broadcasting  is  being- 
done.  Well-known  speakers  are  ad- 
dressing thousands  of  people  through 
the  medium  of  radio,  and  vocal  and 
Instrumental  music  of  a  high  charac- 
ter j*  being  distributed  in  this  way 
also.  The  Centennial  Church  receiv- 
ing equipment  will  be  able  to  pick  up 
the  broadcastings  from  other  places, 
taking  advantage  of  the  talent  of 
other  cities.  It  will  be  possible  for 
the  Forum  meetings  on  Sunday  after- 
noon to  be  addressed  by  men  who 
are  far  distant  from  the  scene,  live- 
ning entertainments  will  have  the 
radio  ua  a  new  and  highly  interest- 
ing feature  on  their  programmes.  By 
manipulation  of  tho  apparatus  it  will 
be  possible  to  "taste"  the  various 
programmes  being  sent  out  through 
the  ether  from  various  broadcasting 
stations  and  to  select  the  one  de- 
sired, eliminating  the  others. 

Ae  to  the  broadcasting  outfit,  it 
will  be  possible  for  cltlgens  of  Vic- 
toria having  radio  equipment  to  hear 
the  service*  in- the  Centennial  Church 
|  without  leuving  their  homes.  Dr.  Clem 
Davles  does  not  believe  that  this  will 
result  in  any  decrease  In  the  attend- 
ance. On  the  contrary,  he  think*  it 
will  result  In  increased  Interest  being 
shown  in  the  church.  Many  people 
are  unable  to  go  to  church,  he  points 
out.  The  broadcasting  service  will  bo 
particularly  useful  to  residents  in 
country  districts. 

Dr.  Davles  sees  in  the  new  radio 
installation,  work  on  which  has  al- 
ready begun,  a  means  of  boosting 
Victoria  as  well  as  carrying  on  mis- 
sionary work.  It  will  be  possible,  he 
points  out,  to  advertise  Victoria  to 
people  within  a  radius  of  1,500  miles. 

The/  money  for  the  innovation  is 
being  secured  by  public  subscription, 
and  donations  are  not  conflne-d  to 
members  of  the  church  only.  "We've 
got  to  dig  for  the  money,"  admitted 
Dr.  Davles,  "but  work  on  the  instal- 
lation has  already  commenced.  Our 
appeal  for  funds  la  a  general  one.  1 
consider  the  placing  of  radio  equip- 
ment In  our  church  r  forward  move- 
ment. Why  should  these  things  be 
used  only  for  secular  purposes.  If 
St.  Paul  were  here  I  know  that  he 
would  use  radio,  and  so  would  Jesus 
Christ.  Having  received  numerous 
requests  for  the  Increasing  of  the 
range  of  the  broadcasting  outfit,  we 
have  enlarged  our  plans  considerably. 
It  is  easier  to  do  a  big  thing  than  a 
little  one.  If  you  succeed  you  have 
something;  if  you  fail  you  have  at 
least  aimed  high."

Decision  on  a  definite  course  of 
action  for  th*  development  of  busi- 
ness within  Victoria  on  permanent 
and  sound  line*  was  urged  upon 
directors  of  fhe  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce yesterday  by  Mr.  Claude  L. 
Harrison. 

"It  is,  of  course,  a  good  thing  to 
advertise  the  Island  In  general;  as 
good  a  thing  as  It  is  to  advertise  Can- 
ada In  general,  but  we  should,  as  a 
Chamber  of  Commerce  for  Victoria, 
primarily  concentrate  our  efforts  on 
seeing  that  Victoria  reaps  the  largest 
benefit,"  stated  Mr.  Harrison. 

Mr.  Harrison  pointed  out  that  near- 
ly all  tho  business  from  points  north 
of  Duncan  went  to  the  Mainland,  so 
th*t  there  was  little  advantage  to 
Victoria  In  advertising  that  part  of 
the  Island. 

"It  Is  apparent  that  Nanalmo  sees 
the  average  tourist  who  comes  to  tho 
Island  twice,"  added  Mr.  Harrison. 
"Seattle  also  sees  him  twice,  while 
VlCtMta  only  sees  him  once — when 
he  passe*  through;  call  it  a  glimpse 
if  you  like." 

Mr.  Harrison,  who  has  given  the 
question  of  tourist  attractions  con- 
siderable thought,  has  l»een  asked  by 
the  directors  to  outline  to  them  a 
definite  programme  such  us  he  be- 
lieves will  remedy  the  present 
situation.

These-  are  extremely  rich,  and 
very  cleverly  simulate,  through  the 
deliberate  flaws  In  the  weaving,  the 
appe.11  ance  of  fine  old  fabrlca  us  they 
may  still  be  found,  in  rare  Instances, 
In  the  ancient  mansions  and  chateaux 
of  the  Old  World. 

There  Is  a  revival,  too.  of  the  old- 
faahloned  crewel  embroideries,  needle- 
work, petlt-polnt.  hand-mado  tapes- 
tries for  panels,  knd  among  the  last 
consignment  of  things  from  H.  Lee  & 
Sons'  (of  England)  New  York  studio 
are  several  very  beautiful  specimens 
of  this  kind  of  work,  for  which  they 
ure  famoua.  It  waa  from  this  well- 
known  house  that  Spencer's  procured 
one  of  the  finest  piece*  of  work  for 
which  they  have  ever  received  an 
order,  this  being  11  table-runuer.  done 
in  wool,  ailk,  and  tinsel,  reproduced 
from  the  original  Helen  of  Troy 
tapestry  In  the  British  museum,  and 
which  la  now  in  the  beautiful  Tulk 
mansion  In  Vancouver.  Tapestry  is 
coming  much  Into  vogue  again  for 
walls,  upholstery,  and  decorative 
work 

There  must  be  harmony  In  the  de- 
sign. With  the  most  skilful  reproduc- 
tions of  period  furniture,  furniture 
made  after  designs  of  old  cabinet 
makers  and  practically  as  perfect  In 
nnlsh  as  any  made  by  the  masters, 
other  things  must  bp  In  keeping.  It 
will  undoubtedly  mean  a  revival  of 
the  old  declgns  In  porcelain,  silver 
plate,  old  china,  old  silver.  Every  ef- 
fort Is  being  made  by  the  atudlog  to 
encourage  the  sentiment  against  In- 
congruities. With  the  nntlque  furni- 
ture must  be  suitably  rich  fabric*,  and 
with  the  fabrics  there  must  be  the 
right  bric-a-brac.  A  special  display 
of  these  things  will  be  made,  arranged 
by  Mr.  Ruddleatone,  as  soon  as  the 
shipments  arrive,  as  It  Is  the  purpose 
of  hi*  department  to  ke%r>  Victoria  aa 
fully  Informed  as  possible  on  this 
subject. 

Il.  ilvnl  of  Venetian  Glass 

8peaklng  of  bric-a-brac  Mr.  Rud- 
dleaton  noted  the  revival  of  Venetian 
gloss  as  a  form  of  decoration.  In  the 
dining-room  It  is  particularly  effec- 
tive as  a  form  of  decoration  replacing 
the  centrepiece.  On  a  polished  ma- 
hogany table  with  white  mats  it  gives 
a  very  brilliant  and  rich  effect.  The 
sample*  which  he  ordered  when  he 
was  In  New  York  Include  a  graceful 
fruit  compote  and  two  candlesticks 
of  Venetian  glass,  and  these  will  be 
In  view  here  shortly. 

Th«fre  Is  a  great  demand  for  Dres- 
den china,  too.  In  the  changed  order 
of  things,  and  shipments  of  this  are 
frequently  arivlng  In  N'e York  from 
Europe.  Wedgwood,  too.  la  to  enjoy 
a  new  vogue.  However,  brlc-a-brnc  la 
not  so  big  a  consideration  as  It  has 
been,  as  the  rich  and  ornate  form  of 
the  antique  furnishing  makes  the 
smaller  ornaments  leaa  essential  to  a 
room.

When  china,  etchings,  miniatures, 
bronaes.  carjeMg  and  rugs,  and  other 
details  sr*  considered  the  field  of  the 
decorator  la  a  vast  one.

in  religious  instruction,  it  la  felt  that 
If  thla  can  be  done  the  new  building 
can  be  used  to  render  a  service-  that 
will  be  appreciated  by  parents  and 
by  cltlaena  Interested  In  the  religious 
training  of  the-  childhood  and  youth 
of  tho  community. 

"When  prominent  church  lenders 
and  Sunday  school  workers  ndmit 
thnt  In  tho  past  out  of  |  hundred 
children  and  young  people  who  at- 
tended Sunday  school*,  it  la  estimated 
that  tiKtaty  are  afterwards  loat  to 
active  membership  in  the  church  and 
Its  rellgloua  activities,  a  problem  la 
stated  that  la  receiving  cloee  atten- 
tion at  the  present  time-. 

The  problem  la  not  confined  to  anv 
one  country.  In  England  it  has  been 
stated  that  the  prevent  attendance  of 
children  In  Sunday  aehoola  Is  600.000 
leaa  than  before  the  war.  In  tho 
United  States,  the  population  under 
25  ycara  of  age  la  given  as  03.675.040, 
but  only  16,318,900  peraona  are 
known  to  be  enrolled  for  rellgloua  In- 
atruetlon.  A  recent  aumniary  of  the 
fourth  of  the  children  of  the  country 
get  aa  much  aa  thirty-five  periods,  of 
lews  than  thirty  minutes  each,  an- 
nually, in  rellgloua  instruction. 

Now  that  the  eltuatlon  is  being 
faced.  Inquiries  are  being  made  Into 
the  work  of  the  Sunday  aehoola,  and 
the  effectlveneaa  of  present  methoda 
of  religious  lnatructlon.  Already  sev- 
eral  former  public  school  superlntcn- 
denta  in  America  have-  Joined  tho 
forces  of  the  church  In  theae  investi- 
gations, and  aome  of  the  leading  ed- 
ucators of  the  continent  have  placed 
the-ir  aervleea  at  the  dlspoaal  qf  the 
Investigating  bodies.  It  la  felt  that  a 
new  era  of  effect! veneaa  In  rellgloua 
lnatructlon  will  follow  us  a  reault  of 
the  attention  and  study  now  being 
given  to  thla  problem  and  its  far- 
ing on  the  charueter-mouldlng  of  the 
Uvea  of  children  and  young  people. 

The  canvass  for  funda  for  the  Me- 
morial Hall  la  atlll  going  on,  ua  the 
first  objective  has  not  yet  been 
reached.  Bevlaed  returns,  covering 
reports  received  and  checked,  show 
that  out  of  a  sum  of  $29,667.50  aub- 
acrlbed  thla  month,  only  $26,860  will 
be  available  for  the  Memorial  Hall. 
The  aum  of  $33,000  la  needed  to  meet 
the  first  objective.

He  boarded  a  paaa- 
lug  motor  'hua  with  a  leap,  and  waa 
curried  quickly  eaatwarda  When  he 
reached  W'urdour  Street  he  dis- 
mounted and  plunged  Into  Soho. 
After  a  few  mlnutea  brisk  walk  he 
found  a  quiet  little  reataurant.  where 
few  Engllah  people  ever  went,  and 
Mating  hlmaelf  In  the  remotest 
corner,  ordered  a  meal. 

The  meeting  with  hla  father  In  the 
Park,  hla  father  whom  he  had  not 
seen  or  held  any  communication  with 
for  more-  than  a  year  had  terribly 
disturbed  him.  Coming  on  the  top 
of  that  afternoon  and  all  the  new 
Ideaa  it  had  given  him.  It  waa  doubly 
dUtrcaalng. 

The  young  man  who  culled  hlmaelf 
Charles  Smith,  and  was  footman  at 
the  Maiaon  Juliette,  was  very  far 
from  being  an  ordinary  character. 
Only  child  of  perhapa  the  most  emi- 
nent family  solicitor  In  L<ondon.  t lie 
natural  heir  to  his  father's  baronetcy 
and  wealth — to  say  nothing  of  the 
magnificent  business  In  Lincoln's  Inn 
— Charles  Atlee  had  been  a  trial  to 
hla  father  ever  since  his  Eton  days. 
Sir  Augustus  was  one  of  the  kindliest 
and  most  honorable  of  men.  But  his 
life  had  bt-en  passe"d  In  a  certain 
groove,  and  he  Wan  temperamentally 
Incapable  of  understanding  his  only 
son.  Tho  great  solicitor  saw  all  life 
through  spectacles  of  convention. 
Bomance.  restlessness,  the  desire  to 
experiment  In  life,  he  regarded  as 
things  unworthy  of  a  sane  man  and 
sternly  to  be  auppresst-d.  That  hla 
son  took  little  Interest  In  his  father's 
business  and  his  father's  alms  was  a 
terrible  blow  to  Sir  Augustus.  He 
would  even  have  preferred  that  the 
young  man  should  sow  a  few  discreet 
wild  oats — like  all  the  other  young 
men  he  knew,  and  then  settle  down 
In  hla  appolnte-d  place — the  more 
than  comfortable  life  that  was  offer,  d 
to  him. 

Charles  was  not  like  that.  There 
was  no  word  to  be  said  against  hlM 
morale.  Ho  lived  well  within  hla  very 
generous  allowance-,  and  never  came 
Into  collision  with  the  authorities  at 
Cambridge. 

Hut  he*  mud e  strange  friends  there. 
He  seemed  to  avoid  thf  young  men 
of  his  own  position  and  prospects,  lie 
edited  an  undergraduate  Journal, 
wrote  verses,  made  speeches  at  a 
Socialist  debating  club,  and  bade  f  ill 
to  turn  out  exactly  contrary  to  what 
his  father  would  have  him  to  be. 

Then  came  the  war,  which  tho 
young  man  parsed  through  wiih 
nothing  more  th.in  a  flesh  wound, 
gained  tho  Military  Cross,  and  was 
exceedingly  pe|i-spoken  of  by.  his 
commanding  oftVer.  Sir  Auguatua, 
more  thsn  thankful  for  his  aon'a  sur- 
vival, Imaglnt-d  that  the  stern  exper- 
ience he  had  undergone,  would  nettle 
hlni  once  and  for  all.  but  It  waa  not 
so.  Charle3  returned  to  civilian  life 
more  than  ever  out  of  tune  with  hla 
father's  wishes.  lie  flatly  refused  to 
enter  the  office,  and  stated  hla  unal- 
terable reaolve  ^o  enter  the  thorny 
path  of  literature  and  earn  his  living 
aa  an  author. 

To  Sir  Augustus  thia  seeniod  little 
short  of  madness.  Here  wus  a  mng- 
niflclent  business  and  fortune  of 
tlfteen  thousand  n  >car  awaiting  the 
stubborn  boy.  and  ho  rejected  it  na 
if  it  W«rt  nothing.  Argument,  en- 
treaty had  no  influence  w  hatever,  ami 
the  situation  culminated  a  year  ago  in 
a  row  royal,  in  which  almost  unfor- 
giveable  things  had  been  aald  by  both 
father  ami  son.  Sir  Augustus,  ■  mild 
man  as  a  rule,  but  like  many  kindly 
men,  tenacious  ami  terrible  when  his 
anger  waa  rouaed  at  last,  disowned 
hla  son  and  refused  to  help  him  In 
the  slightest  degree.  Charles  disap- 
peared. 

For  some  months  he  hud  the  usual 
ndventures  of  the  young  literary  as- 
pirant without  means  who  Imagined 
that  livelihood  can  be  e:ially  picked 
up  by  the  pen.  He  knew  tho  cxtremea 
of  want  and  hunger,  and  quite  for- 
getting that  it  waa  entirely  hla  own 
fault,  he  became  horribly  bitter 
against  aoclcty  and  the  class  from 
w  hom  he  hud  sprung  He  cherlphed 
a  scheme  of  making  himself  famous 
by  a  novel  which  should  be  a  bitter 
indictment  of  the  idle  upper  claaaea. 
written  minutely  ami  roallatlcally 
from  first  hand  knowledge  If  neces- 
asry    he    would    spend    several  years

Today  the  Fate*  hud  revenged 
themselves,  swiftly,  irrevocably,  as  is 
their  faahion.

What 
waa  whispered  In  the  corridors  of 
the  Vancouver  and  Victoria  court 
houses  was  a  great  deal  more  revo- 
lutionary. It  was  rumored  that  the 
real  asm  of  the  lnsurrecto  movement 
was  nothlptf*" short  df  the  repeal  of 
the  Court  of  Appeal  Act.  It  waa 
charred  that  the  old  benchers  were 
too  supine  In  their  attitude  toward 
the  Judiciary,  and  that  in  the  matter 
of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  especially, 
the  former  benchers  had  failed  to 
Interpret  and  give  expression  to  the 
widespread  opinion  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  that  the  bar 
should  not  shrink  from  the  public 
duty  of  criticizing  the.  bench.

An  incident  which  occurred  dur- 
ing the  present  sitting  of  the  Court 
of  Appeal  in  Vancouver,  when,  aa  it 
was  reported  in  the  Provincial  press, 
a  question  of  procedure  not  only 
divided  the  bench  in  opinion  but  gavs 
rb»e  to  interchanges  between  the 
members  of  the  bench,  which  made 
up  in  force  and  candor  what  they 
lacked  in  lnter-Judlclal  courtesy,  gave 
point  and  direction  to  this  lnsurrecto 
movement,  so  the  story Svent.  It  was 
decided  to  name  a  ticket  of  lnwycrs 
who  might  be  counted  upon  to  give 
effective  heed  to  both  lay  and  pro- 
fessional discontents  with  the  Court 
of  Appeal,  as  at  present  constituted. 
It  was  hoped  to  elect  this  ticket;  und 
It  was  further  hoped  that  the  new 
benchers  would  publicly  agitate  for 
the  repeal  of  the  Court  of  Appeal 
Act. 

"The  horns  would  go  with  the 
hld*^  said  one  lawyer,  who.  however. 
In  common  with  most  of  his  col-, 
leagues,  had  an  Invincible  aversion 
to  being  mentioned  in  this  connec- 
tion. 

That  was  all  before  the  election. 
The  new  benchers'  body  will  con- 
tain ten  out  of  twelve  of  the  obi 
members.  The  lnsurrecto  movement 
did  not  succeed  in  translating  Its  aims 
Into  accomplished  acts.  There  la 
reason  for  believing  that  the  move- 
ment Is  not  dead,  however.  It  is 
whimpered  that  oven  the  old  benchers 
are  not  so  hostile  to  the  critics  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  as  their  past  attitude 
was  said  to  Indicate.  And,  while  no 
figures  wore  published  by  the  scru- 
tineers of  yesterday's  ballot,  it  was 
intimated  that  the  insurrectos  polled 
I  very  respectable  vote  Indeed.

By  themselves  her  fea- 
tures— high  cheek  bones,  aquiline  noes 
and  Up*  parted  above  an  almost  ma»- 
culln*  ohln — wero  not  pleasing,  but 
taken  altogether  they  comprised  th* 
kannony  of  *xpr*salon  which  gat* 
h*r  th*  tltl*  of  "th*  dlvln*  Sarah 
She  admitted  on  on*  occasion  that  the 
effect  of  her  long  white  fac*  eiperglng 
from  a  long  black  sheath  was  by  no 
mean*  pleasant.  "In  this  rig  I  look 
Ilk*  an  ant,'4  *h*  ssid. 

Bernhardt  was  the  most  famous  for 
h*r  death  acenes.  but  it  is  doubtful 
If  h*r  breathless,  spellbound,  perhaps, 
audl*nc«*  *v*r  knew  that  many  of 
UfcSa  w*re  played  while  th*  actress 
Was  SUaWlng  almo*t  unbearable 
agonies  from  her  various  physical  ail- 
ments, of  which  she  never  was  heard 
to  complain. 

Patience  *e*med  to  hav*  been  on* 
of  Bernhardt1*  Inborn  characteristic*. 
She  would  spend  w*eks  and  even 
month*  trying  to  correct  technical 
SBJalts  In  some  member  of  her  com- 
pany, and  then,  if  the  subject  failed 
to  improve,  she  would  explode  and 
hav*  nothing  more  to  do  with  him 
oithsr  on  or  off  the  stage — not  even 
speaking  to  him  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Hold  "Cupid's  Court  " 

She  always  displayed  a  k«en  inter- 
est in  th*  heart  affairs  of  her  troape. 
and  delighted  lu  holding  a  "cupId* 
court"  in  h*r  prlvato  car.  at  which 
ah*  would  require  aggrieved  *walns 
and  th*  object*  of  their  affections  to 
submit  their  differences—  Bernhardt 
to  be  tho  final  arbiter. 

Another  of  her  pastime*  waa  gam- 
bling, althouaj,  she  was  a  poor  loser. 
She  remainedVJovlal  and  vivacious  as 
long  as  th*  gam*  waa  running  in  her 
fuvor.  but  th*  moment  her  luck 
changed  sh*  became  sullen  and  sar- 
castic. Her  opponents,  once  they 
had  lost  to  her.  knew  thst  it  was 
gone  for  good,  for  sh*  would  throw 
down  her  cards  and  leave  the  game 
at  the  flrst  sign  of  rev*r*es. 

A  love  for  strange  pets  wss  in* 
ether  of  Bernhardt's  /peculiarities. 
When  she  was  a  little  girl  she  auved 
h*r  money  and  bought  a  goat.  Sho 
lanrned  to  love  th*  animal  so  much 
thai  sh*  want*d  to  become  a  goath*rd, 
rnd  crl*d  when  her  mother  ridiculed 
th*  idea.  During  the  Franco- Prussian 
war  she  raised  gees*  for  the  soldiers, 
but  grew  to  car*  so  much  for  them 
thst  she  refused  to  hav*  them  killed. 
Once  lu  la. in ion  she  bought  a  lion 
cub,  a  tiger  and  two  chameleons  at 
sn  auction  sale.  Another  time  *he 
bought  s  baby  elephant,  hut  It  grew 
lt**lf  out  of  a  home.  Sho  tried  for 
years  to  find  a  dwarf  elephant,  but 
never  succeeded . 

The  conviviality  of  the  dinner  table 
was  another  of  Bernhardt's  delights. 
She  particularly  enjoyed  a  feast  at 
midnight,  after  a  performance,  when 
the  members  of  her  company  were 
prssenf.  She  drsnk  in  moderation, 
and  seldom  touched  champagne,  she 
nev*r  was  known  to  smoke. 

Slept  In  Coffin

Interesting  disclosures  were  prom- 
ised by  Mr,  R.  W.  Ginn.  counsel  for 
Hampton,  in  the  event  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Customa  complying  with  in* 
request  for  certain  declarations  al- 
leged to  have  beet)  sworn  by  Captain 
All  and  members  of  the  Lady  Mine's 
crew. 

Bampton.  who  Is  described  as  a 
broker,  at  present  In  custody  pend- 
ing arrangement  of  satisfactory  ball 
for  his  release  In  connection  with 
the  estreatment  of  George  Zimmer- 
man's bail  bonds,  claims  $13,000  from 
It.   M.  Morgan,  also  a  broker. 

According  to  the  statement  of 
elalm.  Bampton.  charterer  of  the  68- 
ton  auxiliary  schooner  Lady  Mine,  of 
Victoria  registry,  agreed  to  transport 
1.004  caves  of  wines  and  spirits  for 
.Morgan  to  Ensenada.  This  contract 
was  entered  into  December  10,  1921. 
On  the  same  day  Bampton  under- 
took to  transport  fifty  caaea  of  aal- 
mon  on  the  same  trip.  Subsequently. 
It  is  alleged.  Morgan  verbally  notified 
Rampton  to  deliver  the  liquor  at 
Drake'a  Bay.  near  San  Francisco,  and 
the  fifty  cases  of  salmon  at  San 
Pedro.  Having  fulfilled  these  re- 
quirement* Bampton  now  claims 
815.000  for  freight. 

Mr.  Glnn  has  sworn  that  he  wrote 
the  Department  of  Customs.  Ottawa. 
.January  26  tact,  requesting  the 
latter  to  forward  certain  documents 
to  Vancouver. 

Say  Customs  Deceived 

These  documents  are  declaration* 
made  by  the  captain  and  crew  of  the 
Lady  Mine  in  connection  with  the 
liquor  shipment.  Mr.  Glnn  states  he 
proposes  proving  at  the  trial  that  the 
declarations  are  false. 

The  declarations  were  that  the 
Lady  Mine's  cargo  was  jettisoned  at 
aea.  stated  Mr.  (Jinn;  and  wire  neces- 
sary In  order  to  secure  the  return  of 
a  $26,000  bond  put  up  by  Morgan 
with  the  Canadian  Customs  to  pro- 
vide for  delivery  of  the  liquor  at 
Ensenada. 

The  bond  was  returned  to  Morgan, 
stated  Mr.  Glnn.  upon  the  strength  of 
the  sworn  declarations.  The  cargo 
wan  never  Jettisoned,  he  said. 

"The  boat  was  towed  by  a  tug  into 
Drake's  Bay.  where  the  liquor  was 
lightered  off  her."  stated  Mr.  Glnn  to 
Mr.  Justice  Macdonald.

REEVE  CLAIMS  LEGAL 
BILL  "EXTORTIONATE"

The  account  of  Mr.  (!.  H.  Bedger. 
former  municipal  solicitor  of  Ksqul- 
mult.  which  amounted  to  $300.  for 
work  done  by  him  as  the  representa- 
tive of  thu  dlatrlct  before  the  sittings 
of  the  rt-.  fill  Survey  Commission,  waa 
under  tire  last  night  at  the  regular 
fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Ksqiilmali 
Council,  and  It  waa  finally  decided  to 
have  the  bill  tuxed  by  the  reglwirar. 
the  councillors  believing  that  the 
amount  was  excessive. 

Stating  that  he  believed  the  amount 
whs  "extortionate,"  Reeve  l„o<*kloy 
made  u  strong  attack  on  the  account 
and  said  "we  have  surely  not  yet  ar- 
rived at  the  time  that  w>  can  pay  a 
solicitor  at  the  rate  of  $65  pur  diem  to 
handle  our  legal  work.  Tim  amount 
of  this  bill  Is  a  trifle  high.  Mr.  Sodger 
is  asking  Ksqulmalt  to  pay  him  $115 
for  attending  two  dsys"  sittings  of  the 
commlsalon.  I  think  we  could  get  a 
King's  Counsel  to  do  the  work  for 
that  price." 

The  suggestion  was  advanced  that 
the  account  be  referred  to  the  Coun- 
cil's solicitor  for  hla  opinion,  but  this 
was  withdrawn  aa  it  was  felt  that 
probably  a  lawyer  would  not  care  to 
pass  Judgment  upon  another  member 
of  his  profession.  Cpon  tho  motion 
of  Councillor  Nlcol,  It  was  decided  to 
send  the  bill  to  tho  registrar  for  tax- 
ing.

The  Council 
seeks  to  know  what  Mr.  Mantrop  has 
done  with  the  letter  and  why  it  lias 
not  yet  been  presented  to  the  School 
Board  for  its  consideration. 

Reeve  Alex,  laoc.kley  whs  appointed 
to  attend  aa  Ksqulmalt's  representa- 
tive the  meeting  of  the  Union  of  Ilrit- 
lxh  Columbia  Municipalities,  which 
will  be  held  in  New  Weatminster  on 
Wednesday.  March  28.  to  consider 
matters  of  vital  importance.  . 

The  Victoria  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce wrote  the  Council,  asking  it  to 
contribute  towards  the  expense  of  the 
equipment  for  the  Tourist  Auto 
Camp  at  the  Oorge.
